British diplo- 
mats invented it hundreds of y-ars 
ago; it didn't prevent wars on the 
European continent, but it certainly 
delayed them.

The Doctor

There are on record human gi- 


ants of enormous size. One giant 
who was carefully studied was ov- 
er eight feet three inches tall and 
us weight was proportional to his 
height. Many others have 
been 


nearly eight feet tall and probab- 
ly a few have been even larger 
At the other end of the scale are 
the human 
dwarfs 
who may be 


when fully grown well under four 
feel tall. 


Now the great overgrowth which 


leads to human giantism and the 
stunted development of 
human 


dwarfs are both the results of what 
might be called disease. In the 
case of the giants, the trouble lies 
in the pituitary gland at the base 
of the brain. This gland produces 
a hormone which affects growth. 


Cause of Dwarfism 
There arc several 
causes for 


stunted growth but this also is ca- 
used 
by disturbances 
of one or 


more of the hormones; Dwarfism, 
too, 
is often caused by the pitui- 


tary gland, but insufficient produc- 
tion of the growth hormone. 


However, there are other types 


of dwarfs. In certain cases of child- 
hood diabetes, growth is interfer- 
ed with so that the adult is ser- 
iously undersized. There are here- 
ditary conditions also which lead 
to insufficient development of the 
bone and failure to grow to normal 
size. 


The giant and the dwarf or mid- 


get are both of great interest to 
medical men because- they repre- 
sent types of disease causc'd by the 
hormones going wrong. Tcchicnaily 
a midget is simply a small dwarf, 
but popularly midgets are differen- 
tiated from dwarfs because their 
bodies while tiny are in 
perfect 


proportion. This in contrast to the 
normal-sized head and trunk, with 
short legs and arms are charco(.er- 
istic of the dwarf. 


Although the underlying cause of 
most cases of giantism or dwarf- 
ism are known, medical science 
lias not yet mastered a satisfactory 
treatment. There is, for example, 
little 
use in 
trying to give a 


dwarf the missing hormone in an 
efffort to increase size. Incident- 
ally a person who is moderately 
undersized cannot be given a hor- 
mone which will cause him to grow 
to any appreciable extent.

Other .substan- 
ces, however, used on the hair co- 
uld be dangerous.

we could sell them at all.

But, let's be conservative on 


the interest. Let's figure it at 
three and one-half per cent. 
Interest at that rule on 28 mil- 
lion dollars over a nominal 24- 
year bond schedule would be 
more than $22,500,000.

Early next year, in February or 
March, another five million dollars 
in State money will be available 
and will be matched with five mil- 
lion dollars federal aid for a 1941) 
construction program. In fact, the 
job blueprints for this ten million 
dollar new construction program 
for 1949 are already drawn; and 
contracts can be awarded for I he 
work any time this fall. 
On the 3 million dollars remain-

I'm sure we will match this last 
3 million dollars long before that.

There will be additional federal 
allotments of $6.700,000 available 
in 1950 and in 1951 — under UK 
road bill enacted by the Congress 
last month. I'm certain we'll match 
all of Ihis federal aicl money. We 
have until 1953 to match it, if we 
should need that much time. 
We couldn't get an additional 
dime of federal aid for roads —

A clear head can see possible 


danger signals ahead and danger, 
signals behind us.

Because of gasoline rationing we 
barely were able to meet the obli- 
gations of the 1941 bond program. 


my friends, that neither the bond 
floating candidate nor the I. O. L'. 
candidate has mentioned. They are 
vitally important facts in the lives

!n Arkansas. When we look these 
facts in the face and Ihen hear 
lalk about floating new bonds and 
obligating ourselves to more heavy

NOTHING NEW IN I. O. U. 


This I. O. U. scheme is an old, 
old one.

by some of the other men now 
in the governors race. In every 
case, after brief study, the idea WHS 
dropped. 
The constitutionality of 
tne scheme is highly questionable. 
Any plan to rob other services o£ 
their backlog security funds, which 
departmental heads now say they'll 
need in the next bicnnium, any 
such plan would be grossly unfair, 
not only to wards of the state in 
our hospitals and institutions, but 
also to beneficiaries of the many 
services of state — as well as the 
tax payers who voted the origin;:! 
lax in the first place. 
I ask you — would it be fair to 


our 50,000 Arkansas citizens who 


have paid another dime in interest; 
we couldn't have serviced a single 
additional bond. II! we'd had addi- 
tional bonds outstanding in 1944, 
and 1945, we'd have been forced 
to default — and the whole finan- 
cial structure ol! our state could 
have collapsed — for Ihe second 
tune in 10 years. 
How foolish il would be for us 
to gamble with new bond issues, 
with new multi-million dollar in- 
terest payments, even if borrow- 
ing money were a sound procedure 
in our present debt-ridden circum- 
stances, which it most certainly is 
not! This bonding program would 
endanger other services of 
the 
state. 


1-. O. U. WOULD ROB RESERVES, i 
No, my friends — I am not go- 


ing to ask the bond brokers to help 
us solve Ihe road problem in Ai- 
Kansas. Nor shall 1 go along with 
any L O. U. scheme that would 
endanger the security of the other 
state services and agencies. 
The I. O. U. candidate proposes 
to borrow lax revenues levied tor 
other pui'ooses and pul them into 
some kind of vague road program.

REVIEWS OWN PROGRAM 


Pay-at-.>'oii-/;o is not a slogan or 
a catch phrase with me. It is a 
description ot my whole life. It is 
my philosophy. When applied to fi- 
nancing, it simply means staying 
within one's budget. 
In life it 
means living within one's meant;. 
At times, the pay-as-you-go philoso- 
phy is hard to follow. Sometimes it 
means denial. Sometimes it pinches 
and hurls. 
I think it is a good program for 


living and for running a house-hold® 
or a government. 
I've said repeatedly that we can 
make Ihe best headway on this 
problem of roads by bringing Ihe 
people 
and 
the government to- 
gether. One thing I must say right 
here is that I have traveled sev- 
eral thousand miles in Arkansas 
during the past few weeks. I've 
driven from Blylheville to Texar- 
kana, from Fayettcvillc to Lake 
Village, from Memphis lo Mena, 
and I have found Ihe roads pretty 
good. I know they'll need further 
attention, modernizing and rebuild-<?',!' 
ing in time; but. the acute problem 
today is not on Ihe main high- 
ways. It is on the secondary sys- 
tem — our country roads, the farm- 
to-markcl. the school bus and the 
rural mail route roads. 
People all over the state have 


told me thev are ready to help work 
out a sensible, long-range, pav-as- 
you-gc plan that can be submitted 
to the electorate for a final deci- 
sion. That's precisely what we're 
going lo do.
